Please see the email sent to me below this lengthy plea. 

I really need your help with how to address this situation. I have brokered a group of folks who will agree to a 
compromise. Others are not so willing. 

I have been speaking on your behalf re 8150 Sunset, as I promised I would. However this FORC situation needs 
immediate attention. And I’m asking for your help, the same way you asked for mine. I have it coming at me from all 
directions, not to mention the fact that our Parks Committee had a vote of 48 to 2 requesting the termination of FORC’s 
MOU with RAP, and our full board voted unanimously to support that decision. So the mandate of my stakeholders, your 
Hollywood Hills constituents, is to push this through. 

As much as I have serious concerns about the integrity and honesty of certain members of the FORC board, I still feel 
personally - in my heart - that we need a fair compromise. 

FORC is well aware of the damage done to their image and reputation. I believe THEY are willing to compromise (if they 
would stop flinging out untruths in emails). There are well over 700 locals who now adamantly oppose them and have 
been vocal about this. This has got to be resolved. 

What I would like to propose is that the MOU in question be re-written - or cancelled and a new one created - that sets 
the standard that was laid out in the original BB Court document where ANY group desiring to do any project or activity in 
RUNYON Canyon or any other public park within the HHWNC boundaries be required to go before the HHWNC Parks & 
Open Spaces Committee and the full board of HHWNC. Thereafter the NC's recommendation will be heard by CD4 and 
REC & PARKS prior to any activity being approved by the city. Or something to that effect. 

This then validates the existence and validity and importance of the HHWNC (or any legit NC) to the council district as 
well as the City Dept. JUST LIKE PROJECTS GOING BEFORE OUR PLUM COMMITTEE & then the FULL BOARD
